Mr.  K.  E.  Kidd  visited  British  Honduras  in  the  spring  in  the  hope  of  initiating 
archaeological  work  there  for  the  Museum.  Several  interesting  sites  were  prospected, 
all  of  them  remains  of  the  Maya  Indians  who  have  inhabited  the  region  for  at  least 
2,000  years  and  small  groups  of  whom  still  live  there.
